This heavy cargo (rice, Wc.) is not consigned 
to one man, but to several tens, and’ exch 
‘consignee would require one ecargo-bont, 
while the ship would have to send a man to 
_— look after the cargo, Where can’ so many 
men be got? and if no, onp goes with the 
cargo, the. merchants will bo accused of 
sinuggling and fined. Moreover, the Cus- 
toms close at four o'clock, while such car- 
goes somotimes take a long time to unluad, 
and the cirgo-boats would lave to anchor 
at the Customs Shed all night, ‘here would 
thus be fear of tha boatmen  steali 
of the wind rising, and. other contin- 
goncies ; and the capitdl ‘of thes imer- 
chants would be wasted.
